A review  of  the  Water- 
ford Coin,  Stamp,  Antique  and  Fair  pulls 
no  punches  and  gives  reasons  why  the 
event  was  unsuccessful.  Derek's  talents 
as  a writer  and  photographer  are  evident. 

The  slick  46-page  magazine  also  has 
Jerry  Remick  represented  with  "Sug- 
gestions For  Future  Issues  of  Irish  Coin- 
age". Jerry  is  a prolific  writer  and  his 
talents  have  long  been  recognized. 

The  COINage  July  dated  issue  once 
again  featuring  the  attractive  covers  by 
editor,  Jim  Miller,  has  familiar  by-lines 
of  Guild  members  Oscar  Dodson,  Tom  Becker, 
Clem  Bailey  plus  staff  member  contribu- 
tions . 

The  Summer  issue  of  Coin  Mart,  which 
is  not  available  through  subscription 
and  is  sold  exclusively  on  newsstands, 
features  an  attractive  cover  with  the 
Carson  City  silver  dollar  in  official 
case.  By-lines  include  John  Dunn  and 
several  stories  reprinted  from  George 
Rony's  writings. 


The  July  Coins  Magazine  has  stories 
by  Guild  members  Walter  Breen,  Maurice 
Gould,  Carl  Allenbaugh,  John  Dunn  and 
Clem  Bailey.

PENDING  . . . 

One  of  the  problems  N.L.G.  has  is  the 
difficulty  in  discovering  worthwhile  pro- 
jects. Some  members  indicate  the  Guild 
has  become  a social  organization  and  has 
minimal  contacts  with  hobbyists  not  di- 
rectly related  to  the  writing  profession.

Thus  far,  the  entire  project  is  only 
in  the  talking  stage  but  in  August  the 
new  board  will  be  presented  with  the  en- 
tire proposal  and  if  approval  is  secured, 
we  will  hear  much  more  about  the  verbal 
correspondence  course.  It  is  hoped  mem- 
bers will  volunteer  their  services  and 
record  one  hour  lessons  on  tapes  for  dis- 
tribution. Profits  would  go  to  the  Guild 
and  expenses  would  be  defrayed  by  the 
hobby-minded  organization  thus  far  rest- 
ing only  in  the  glow  of  our  profound 
"thanks  for  the  offer  I"

THE  COIN  SHOW 

Many  coin  conventions  have  been 
finding  it  difficult  to  bring  viewers 
into  the  arena.  A recent  visit  to  a 
rock  and  gem  convention  gave  some 
insight  into  how  another  hobby  treats 
its  devotees. 

Exhibit  cases  are  large,  well  lighted 
showcases  capable  of  holding  movable 
and  revolving  stands.  Specimens  were 
labeled  and  explanations  given  that 
allowed  the  inexperienced  viewer  to 
grasp  what  and  why  the  subject  was 
attractive . 

Judges  saw  the  cases  as  soon  as  the 
show  opened  and  a point  list  was  added 
to  each  case  allowing  the  public  to 
see  why  prize  winners  were  selected. 

They  also  motivated  the  losers  to 
additional  effort  in  future  events. 

But  best  of  all  was  the  idea  that 
allowed  exhibitors  to  stand  near  their 
cases  and  describe  . . in  detail  . . 
to  all  who  asked,  what  it  was  all  about. 

The  four  day  show  attracted  21,000 
visitors.  Each  paid  $1.75  and  the 
dealers  were  constantly  swamped  by 
purchasers.  Bourse  tables  were  $400 
but  each  dealer  had  at  least  20  feet  and 
some  were  enclosed  in  a forty  foot 
square.  Profits  were  strong  and  all 
dealers  indicated  they  wanted  to  return. 

The  greatest  single  attraction  for 
the  rock  and  gem  visitor  was  a constant 
group  of  lapidary  fans  "doing  their 
thing."  Stones  were  faceted,  rings 
were  cast  and  rocks  polished.  Audience 
participation  was  strong.  WHY  NOT  HAVE 
THE  SAME  IDEA  “IN  A COIN  EVENT? 

Microscopes  could  be  used  to  check 
errors,  blemishes,  etc.  Proper  cleaning, 

toning  and  storage  of  coins  could  be 
demonstrated . The  process  involved  in 
making  silver  bars,  elongateds,  plates, 
coin  jewelry,  etc.  would  be  an 


attraction.  Obviously  there  are 
other  ACTIVITIES  that  could  be 
promoted.  The  way  to  a coin  audience's 
heart  is  PARTICIPATION!  >
